“  The  poor  ye  alien  ye  have  with  you." 

By  a  natural  end  Inevitable  law  ell  com 
inunities  include  the  varied  graefts  of  so¬ 
ciety  kuown  as  rich  and  poor.  And  by 
the  law  of  humanity,  usually  written  oa 
ths  hearts  ol  the  members  of  civilised  so¬ 
ciety,  (he  core  of  its  needy  snd  helpless 
poor  is  assumed  by  tbe  community.  Ueu- 
atly  we  think  provieion  is  made  by  each 
couuty  and  ample  buildings  are  erected  to 
protect  and  perhaps  employ  those  who 
caon  it  provide  ior  themselves.  But  even 
then  there  must  needs  occur  in  every  town¬ 
ship  instances  ol  persons  reduced  to  penu¬ 
ry  from  one  cause  end  soother,  who  re 

»e  W  1  .  . 

quire  help  end  encouragement  for  a  time 
without  removal  from  their  own  neighbor¬ 
hood  and  towuship.  For  these  causes  the 
township,  ss  the  smsltrat  organic  political 
community,  st  its  annual  town  meeting 
votes  an  appropriation  of  whatever  sum  it 
estimates  sufficient  to  meet  such  contingent 
demands.  An  “  Overseer  of  the  Poor”  is 
elected  to  whom  applications  are  to  be 
made  for  help,  and  by  whom,  we  suppose, 
the  condition  and  necessity  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  are  passed  upon  and  the  assistance  he 
udges  aerdfui  rendered. 

In  lurtherance  of  this  humane  purpose 
Bloomhcld  township  has  fora  number  of 
years  owned  a  dwelling  house  in  the  North 
end  ot  the  town  where  such  of  the  poor  ss 
might  be  veritable  paupers  could  be  housed 
and  protected.  These  cases  have  not  been 
numerous,  but  there  are  alwaya  some  who 
fiom  intern perats  habit*,  perhaps,  or  dur¬ 
ing  a  winter  «eoson  when  work  of  which 
they  art-  capable  may  not  bu  touud,  that 
are  obliged  to  receive  everything,  food, 
lodging  aud  clothing  lrom  the  bounty  of 
the  town. 

Having  conceived  a  desire  to  know  ihe 
whereabouts,  ceud.tions,  etc.,  of  that  insti¬ 
tution — the  only  one  which  our  township 
can  boast,  in  company  with  a  citizen  ol 
welt  knowu  intelligence  snd  lienevolcnce 
wc  last  Katurdny  rode  out  to  see  it.  It 
w.is  lound  to  be  a  one-ami  u-hall  story 
frame  house  situated  on  a  time,  •  third  of  n 
mile  E  ist  from  Central  Avenue  (the  old 
Paterson  Turnpike),  and  about  three  milts 
North  from  Tor  Centre,  snd  a  half  milt- 
south  of  Brookdalc  Post  Office. 

A  Mr*.  Hampson,  who,  with  her  two 
children,  is  dependent  ou  the  town,  has 
charge  of  the  family.  She  willingly  satis¬ 
fied  all  our  inquiries  and  showed  us  through 
the  house,  which  we  ahould  say  is  kept  in 
s  cleanly  condition  and  probably  as  com 
fortahlc  as  could  be  expected  without  s 
sign  of  carpet  snd  with  the  storm  driving 
in  through  roof  and  crevice.  The  tene 
ment  badly  needs  repairing.  The  present 
household  consists  of  five  adults  snd  four 
children.  For  t*e  support  of  these,  3lbt. 
of  butter,  5)bs.  of  sugar,  snd  half  s  pound 
ol  tea,  $84  worth  of  fresh  ment  are  si 
lowed  weekly  ;  potatoes  ore  lai^in,  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  flour  when  called  for,  salt  pork  and 
beans  occasionally. 

If  It  Ins  necessary  that  the  town  should 
have  sn  alms  house  of  its  own,  something 
more  comfortable  and  respectable  than 
this  one  should  undoubtedly  be  provided, 
and  it  should  be  located  nearer  tbe  centre 
of  tbe  town.
